We don’t know whether it was 
just a convenient gag or whether 
it really happened but Donald Nel- 
son says in last Sunday’s paper 

that he received a letter 
from a worker asking 
whether it is patriotic to 
take time off from a war 
plant on election day to 
vote. 

“There is only one an- 
swer to that question,” 
the war production chief 

replied. “While I understand fully 
the men who think they should 
Stay on the job, voting is a duty, 
not a privilege. The right to vote is, 
in short, what this war is all about. 

“It should be one of the very few 
exceptions to the all-important rule 
of staying on the job and getting 
war materials off the production 
line and on the battlefronts. The 
exception applies to all elections, 
national, state or local. 

“When you vote, vote fast and 
get back on the machine. 

“The war worker is first of all an 
American citizen,” Nelson  con- 
cluded, “and the first right and 
duty of an Americans citizen is to 
vote. That is the difference be- 
tween us and our enemies.” 

We agree with every word Don- 
ald Nelson said, but we think his 
statement should be expanded. The 
workers should know why this elec- 
tion is particularly important and 
why an apathetic attitude on their 
part now may result in bitter de- 
privation in the years to come. 


Vv 
Our Enemies Are Active 


The enemies of labor are particu- | 
larly busy in election years. They 
have lots of money to spend. They 
are anxious to send to congress 
and the state legislatures men who 
will do their bidding and vote to 
place labor in a straitjacket. 

Elections are decided not by a 
majority of qualified voters, but by 
a majority of those who actually 
cast valid ballots at the polls. Ev ery 
worker who neglects to vote there- 
fore plays right into the hands of 
his own enemies and the enemies 
of American democracy. 

We wouldn’t get so hot and both- 
ered about this except for the fact 
that all signs indicate a danger- 
ously lackadaisical attitude on the 
part of the average citizen toward 
the coming elections. Friendly con-

the chief executive does not make 
the laws but administers them. It 
is congress that makes the laws of 
the nation.

If labor doesn’t see to it 
at this election that labor’s friends 
are reelected and its enemies de- 
feated, there may be a different 
and more tragic story in the next 
session of congress.

Your Vote Counts 

Let's face the facts. This 
election may result in wage 


freezing for American workers 


if they don't vote. It may bring | 


about job freezing. It may re- 
sult in the passage of no-strike 
laws. It may even lead to the 
destruction of our trade union 
movement. 

Legislation seeking these das 
tardly objectives was offered 
in congress this year. Portions 
of this program, including the 
abolition of the 40-hour week. 
were even adopted by the 
house of representatives. Labor 
had many close calls in the con- 
gressional session now draw- 
ing to an end. 

The only way to prevent the 
legal enslavement of labor in 
pe: is for every worker to 
exercise his right and duty as a 
citizen to vote on election day. 

The way to vote is simple. 
Regardless of party affiliations, 
every worker should vote for 
those who support the cause of 
labor and against those who 
have manifested themselves to 
be enemies of labor. That is 
the non-partisan political pol- 
icy of the American Federation 
of Labor. It is the policy that 
has brought great legislative 
rewards to the workers of this 
country. 

We don't know whether a 
worker really sent a letter to 
Donald Nelson inquiring 
whether it was all right to take 
take time off from a war job to 
vote. Regardless of that, his 
statement should be convincing 
to any worker who may enter- 
tain any doubts on that score.

FABULOUS "WAGES'’ 
PAID TO EXECUTIVES 


Treasury Lists Corporation 
Officers Who Receive In 
Excess of $75,000 


A treasury report gave emphasis 
to President Roosevelt’s demand 
that no American be permitted to 
claim an annual income over $25,000 
after paying taxes. 

It revealed that in 1940—when the 
war effort was just getting started 
—775 persons filed tax returns 
showing salaries in excess of 
$75,000, and 62 who received more 
than $200,000. Louis B. Mayer, 
moving picture mogul, topped the 
list with an income of $704,425. 

The treasury list covered only in- 
comes from salaries, bonuses and 
commissions and did not include 
the income of such titans as Hen 
Ford and John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
or of scores of others whose income 
is derived mainly from investments, 
including tax-exempt securities. 

Senator Robert M. La Follette, 
Jr., (Prog., Wis.) asserted in a sen- 
ate speech that a “new crop of mil- 
lionares” is being created as a re- 
sult of a “perfect orgy” of salary- 
hiking by executives of corpora- 
/tions handling war contracts. In

Vital Anti-Inflation and Post War Measure Tobin To Address Nation On British 


At the request of the American Federation of Labor, a bill 
has just been introduced into congress amending the social 
security act by providing cash benefits for sickness, disability 
not due to employment, and_ hospitalization: bringing farm 
workers, domestic servants and self-employed persons under 


old age insurance; nationalizing unemployment insurance and | 


the employment service; and providing more liberal unemploy- 
ment benefits. The amendments also extend all benefits to the 
worker's family and provide unemployment benefits for re- 
turned soldiers. 

An increased employe tax of 3%, with an equal increase in 
employers’ contributions, will make these benefits possible. This 
will enable workers to use the buying power they cannot spend 
for goods to insure themselves against the future. Without this 
important measure our country cannot hope to provide the 
unemployment benefits necessary to tide over post war unem- 
ployment when industry changes back to peace time work. 
Labor urges this tax as against the flat 5% payroll tax which 
brings workers no return for their investment. When the same 
money can be used to gain two constructive purposes why use 
it for only one? 


Labor Asks for Parity 


It is now labor's turn to ask for parity with the farmers. The 
president states that farmers are to have a floor under their 
income; it is only fair that workers should have a wage floor 
equally advantageous. And since the farmer's present floor has 
raised farm income so much more than that of other groups, it 
is only just that wages be stabilized in such a way as to raise 
low income groups to a decent living. 

A wage of less than 60 cents per hour cannot give a worker's 
family even a bare subsistence living level. Since only 30% of 
American factory workers and only 17% war workers re- 
ceive a wage as low as this, it is no more than common sense 
and justice to leave wages below this level open to adjustment 
by collective bargaining.

A vigorous demand that the 
health of the American soldier be 
given the same protection that the 
American civilian enjoys in respect 
to drugs and medicines was re- 
cently made to congress by Con- 
gressman Carl T, Durham of North 
Carolina, in introducing a bill to 
provide for the establishment of a 
pharmacy corps in the U. 8. army. 


Patrick Kirwan, executive secre- 
tary of the Registered Pharmacist 
Union No, 1172, says, “Pharmacy is 
a civilian profession which involves 
duties which have their counter- 
part in the army. Tt is a distinct 
calling in civil life of comparable 
status with medicine and dentistry 
and on which only pharmacists 
are qualified to practice, 

“The American public requires 
that those who compound and dis- 
pense drugs and medicines meet 
high requirements of education, 
training, and experience before 
they are entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of handling certain potent 
drugs and poisons. The civilian 
pharmacist must be a graduate of a 
four-year course in pharmacy in an 
accredited college of pharmacy, 
must serve a year or more of in- 
ternship, and then must pass very 
stringent state examinations in 
order to be licensed, 


Corresponding protection is not 
afforded the soldier. The army 
permits drugs and medicines to be 
compounded by enlisted men; in 
| Some cases the man is given a “90 
; day instruction” but not all of the 
men who are today performing 
pharmaceutical tasks in army hos- 
pitals and installations have- had 
even this much training. 


“At the present time in the army, 
various phases of the purchase, 
shipment, storage, compounding and 
dispensing of drugs and medicines 
are assigned to the sanitary corps, 
the medical corps and the medica] 
administrative corps with conse- 
quent division of authority and re- 
sponsibility, over-lapping of duties, 
and necessary red tape. All of 
these functions should be coordi- 
nated in a pharmacy corps of equal 
standing 
medical, 
corps.

Enactment of the pharmacy 
corps bill will not only give the 
American soldier the protection of 
well coordinated pharmaceutical 
service, make available large, un- 
used resources of skill and knowl- 
edge for fruitful application.

PARTIAL JOBLESS BENEFITS 
SET UP IN NEW YORK STATE 


The division of placement and 
unemployment insurance, state de- 
partment of labor, of Albany, New 
York, has revised its procedures 
and operating methods in prepara- 
tion for the advent of unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits for partial 
unemployment which become pay- 
able on and after November 30 of 
this year, according to Milton O. 
Loysen, executive director of the 
division. 

“We have set up what is tech- 
nically known as a day-base plan,” 
continued Mr. Loysen. “This plan 
entails measuring employment in 
terms of individual days, instead of 
weeks of seven consecutive days. It 
makes it possible for part-time 
workers who are ready, willing and 
able to work to qualify for bene- 
fits, provided they do not earn 
more than $24 a week.

The demands of the armed forces 
and our allies are so great, Wick- 
ard said, “that we will not have 
enough to give every one all the 
food he or she wants.” 

Next year the situation may be 
even more serious, Wickard pre- 
dicted. There is an acute shortage 
of farm labor, and it is growing 
worse, he said.
